“an impulse given,” becanse we are satisfied that both at home aw 
abroad the causes of depression have ceased to have an active oper 
tion, and that of late a state of languor bas subsisted chiefly from th 
discouraging impressions consequent on a long continuance of doli 
markets. "The population, both of this country and of tuose foreigr 
parts, in which, as in Germany and Brazil, our prineipal customers ar 
found, is progressively increasing ; a state of peace has become gene 
ral; and the manufacturing competition of the United States of Awe 
rica will look in vain to high duties and probilition tor support again 
our cheaper laboar and greater capital. 

In like ananner the progress of manufactures on the continent 
Europe, though considerable since the peace, has nothing to exci 
uneasiness in us, for in any part of the Continent it goes little beyond 
the supply of the home consumption. A table of the.yearly expor 
from France, which now lies before us, and is taken from one of the 
most useful periodicals (Le Bulletin des Sciences Statis!iques), exbibi 
an amount equal only toa third of the exports from this couniry, 
hoi#: out very little, we might alinost say no expectation of approsc!

the Porte, his Majesty the King eberished the convietion thai the Ben- 
peror of Russia, while he telt (he necessity of having recourse to arms, 
yet persey ered im the generous feeling whieh considered ¢ as tho 
invariable object of his efforts, as soon as the conditions laid dowa io 
the Russion Marifesto should be agreed to. This conviction cogld not 
fail to be strengthened, while the Emperor was at Berlin during the 
summer. fu the conversation which the King hed with his August 
Son on the affuirs of (heBast, the Emperor declared himself vlo 
contribate all in bis ape to the ending of the war, as far as was in 
any degree compatible with the inditputable interests of hie Empire 
us soon asthe Porte should seriously seek peace and enter iuto nego 
lation. 
“ His Majesty was bereby induced, with the entire concurrence o! 
the Emperor, to announce to the Pore his conviction, so bappily con 
firmed, and 40 signify this intention to the other Courts. As thingy 
then stood itappenred advisable immediately to send a special mission 
on the part of Prussia, to Constantinople. ‘The choice fell on Lieut 
Gen. Muffing, whose rank aud personal charavier were peculiarly 
qualified to asstre the Sultan of the importunce of bis mission, and 
give him confidence in the pacific overtures which he was to make 
The sole object of his instructions was to leduce the Porte, by posi 
tive assurances of the anaitered desire of the Emperor of Russia to 
make peace, immediately to send Plenipotentiaries to the Russian 
bead quarters to enter into negotiations for peace. It was of course 
entirely beside the purpose of bis mission to exereise « direct inf 
ence on the transaction either as negotiator or mediator 

“ When General Mofing reached Constantiveple on the 4th Augast, 
General Count Diebitseb had, meanwhile, successfully passed (he Bal 
kan, and was advancing without obstucles towards the capital of the 
Turkish Empire. The Porte perceived the danger of ite situation 
andthe pacific overtures, s0 uneapectedly renewed, eould uot bat make 
a decisive impression. In fect General MufBing found bimeelf listened 
to by the Porte, which bad already been advised to the same effect, ou 
(he united representations of the Ambussadors of the Great European 
Powers ; and the energy and decision with which the General urged 
the Ministers of the Porte, could not, under such circomstances, tie 
their objeet. The Porte sent two Plenipotentiarics to the Russian 
head-quarters, who were instructed, with respect wo the terms of peace 
and the Indetypifies which Russia had to claim, to leave every thing tu 
' vérveity Of the Emperor, 

“ General Von Muffling sent the Couneelior of Legation Von Kas 
ter to accompany the Turkish Plenipoteutiaries, that he might desorib: 
to Connt Diebitsch the dreadiul popular fermentation in the capital 
and the danger t yWhieh the Christein inhabitants were thereby ex 
posed, andto induce bim provisionally to suspend hostitties. Count 
Diebitsch, mindfy) of the; :cciples of his Bovereign, and postponing 
every other cons. ceratic ‘vu feelings of humanity, iomediately complied 
with this Wish; aad as von as the negotiations tor peace commenced, 
allthe hostile cover: su of the Rassen army Censed. 

“The object of General Muffling’s mission was now attained; the 
business intrusted to han bad been bononrably and encceasfully accom 
plished, and he prepared to depart. ‘The Sultan, Lowever, being in- 
formed of this, desiredto see bim before bis departure. Le received 
the Prussian General in a private eudience at one of bis country seats 
(an bon ur to whieh nt would be dificult to hud » parallel), and formally 
aduressed him, through the Ries Efendi, to express in the most solemn 
manoer hisgratitude for the important service which the King bad ren 
dered him; and he several times interrupted the Ries Efendi, in order 
to confirm, by remarks of bis own, what he had said at this audience, at

The tone of Jacobite minsirelsy at this time, is almost andormly 
light andanimated—the strain ot bears high with hope, and already 
assured of triumph. Even where the verses are ‘throughout on effusion 
of the most qocemeeeeers contempt and mockery, the satire is still 
gry, good homoured, and froticsome ; as much so as if the matter 
which was so soon to be decided by kindred swords, were soarcely one 
of serions importance, or of whieb the issue could possibly be doubtful. 
‘Pothe sanguwe anticipations of (he poet and his party, it would almost, 
indeed, seem to have app. ared ‘hat the simple drawing of their swords 
was sure fo seitle the question, so much of the manner and spirit of 
mere laughing badinage have their gibing allusious to the sort of oppo- 
sition they were likely to meet with. Atterwards we lave enongh of 
bitter and boiling indignation, when disaster and despair had stung and 
inflamed their hearts, and left them no other weapons save (his boot. 
Jess invective; but as yet there was nothing of |\is. and their scorn, 
though often riotous «nough, was almost never rancorous. Witness for 
example the strange rant, Lord Newbottle's “ Cakes 0’ crowdy,” a 
very deluge of the most reckless derision; bat where is there to be 
found more exuberant merriment, or less of any thing malignant or 
atrabilious! ‘The «me thing may be said of the singular and riebly 
comical verses on King William's departure tor Ireland, beginning— 
“O Willie, Willie Wanbeard, 
He's awn’ irae hame, 
Wi’ a budget on bis back,” &c. 
a high wrought and irresistibly ludicrous, but somewhat too coarse 
caricature, of which we regret that we dare not quote a specimen. 
fn another production of nearly the same era, commonly called 
“ Willie Winkle’s Testament,” a rhyming death-bed address from 
King Willism to Archbishop Tennison, the yery form ol the compo- 
sition attests the spirit of arch and genial glee in which it was written, 
notwithstanding some expressions that might otherwise seem the ut- 
terance of a more serivis mood. There is at least not so mach ill 
nature here, it will, we think, be allowed, as in the subsequent effu- 
sion of a somewhat similar sort, entitled “ Geordie Whelp's Testa- 
meat,” being the last words and dying speech of his most saered Ma- 
jesty Mei 1. in which that monarch is made in so energetic a strain 
both to go through the muster-roll of bis own evil deeds, and to ex- 
torate his curses on bis surviving friends. ‘There is nothing put into 
William's mouth, for instanee, having at all the sound of the foliow- 
ing lines, which form, however, by no means the most vehement por- 
ion of the Elector of Hanover's oration : 


“ Bat yet before that a’ be done, 
There's something for avy graeeless son 
That awkward ass, wi’ filthy scouk ; 
My malison light on his bouk ! 

And farther, for his part o’ gear, 

I leave the horns bis dad did wear ; 
But yet I'd better leave the same 

To Whigs, to blow my lasting shame. 


“To the same Whigs I leave my evrse, 
My guilty conscience, and toom purse 
‘ I hope my torments they will (cei, 
When they gang ske)pin to the deil. 
For to the times their creed they shape ; 
They girn, they glowr, they scouk, and gape, 
As they wad gaanch to eat the starns.

This was a tone of malediction whieh was taken up only after the 
mortification of unexpected defeat had embittered the temper of the 
Jacobite chymers Tt was not after this fashion that they expressed 
their contempt for the Hanoverian at the commencement of his reign; 
though, mos: assuredly, the feeling was not then one of Jess intensity. 
Itis impossible, indeed, to conceive any thing more concentrated or 
t, than was the sense of the little and the mean with which 

these idolaters of the old royal tree of England, looked down upon the 
quality of the newly-mporied dynasty, when it first obtained posses- 
sion of the throne. To relish the exquisite humour of the following 
verses, it is neaevsary io remember that in the Seottish dialect there 
is, perhaps, hardly a diminutive that carries with it a more humiliating 
migtare of the coaxing aad the contemptuous than the term lairdic. 
A laird in Scotiand is a landed gentleman; a lairdic is a sort of mimic 
of alaird; the proprietor, it may be, of am acre or two, or simply of a 
cottage and a few rods of garden ground—(the kail-yardie of the 
song,) who on the score of these petty territorial rights, apes all the 
ef a proprietor of the sil, The title in fact expresses 

the same sort of relation to squire, or country gentleman, that lordling 
does to lord: and is any thing, therefore, the reader will perceive, 
rather then an epithet of respect. We may conceive, then, what the 


writer of these lines thought of the dignity of the Electors of Ha- ' 


nover: 


“Wha the deil hae we got for a king, 
But a wee, wee German lairdie ' 
An’ when we gaed to bring bim bhame, 
He was delving in his kail-yardie : 
Paty aed kail, and leaving leeks, 

the hose and hut the breeks ;

The objeet of the 
following teprifically ferocious diatribe, is the famous Murray of 
Broughton, who, after having acted as secretary to the rebel army, 
purchased his pardon from the government, by turning informer 
against bis old associates. We omit only a few lines, rather too course 
for transcription.
